PUBLIC HEARINGS 
 

AT 7:30 P.M. MAYOR GRAHAM ASKED THE CITY CLERK TO READ THE 
NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING REGARDING LOCAL LAW NO. 1 OF 2004, A 
LOCAL LAW AMENDING LOCAL LAW NO. 1 OF 2003 TO CORRECT 
ERRORS IN DESCRIBING THE DESIGNATED BOUNDARIES OF THE 
WATERTOWN EMPIRE ZONE. 
 
MAYOR GRAHAM DECLARED THE HEARING OPEN. 
 
No one spoke. 
 
MAYOR GRAHAM DECLARED THE HEARING CLOSED. 
 
AT 7:45 P.M. MAYOR GRAHAM ASKED THE CITY CLERK TO READ THE 
NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING REGARDING LOCAL LAW NO. 2 OF 2004, A 
LOCAL LAW REGULATING THE OUTDOOR BULK STORAGE OF 
PARTICULATE MATTER. 
 
MAYOR GRAHAM DECLARED THE HEARING OPEN. 
 
Olivia Russell, 728 Morrison Street, addressed the chair remarking that this is a 
stepping-stone to move in the right direction. However, it is just a pebble. She remarked 
that this legislation will not help her neighborhood but it will prevent it from happening 
in other areas of the City. She also commented that she would like to see the fines for 
violations made more substantial. 
 
Joseph Picciotti, Attorney for American Rock Salt and Precision Lumber, addressed the 
chair referring to a written report he had presented to Council. Attorney Picciotti 
explained that he feels the proposed local law is unconstitutional on its face because it 
does not adequately define the conduct prohibited and that is because the nature of the 
conduct prohibited is based on “unreasonable” amounts of material accumulating and it is 
impossible for businesses or persons against whom this law may be enforce to determine 
what amount of material may subject it to fines or injunction.  Attorney Picciotti also 
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indicated that the proposed local law fails to identify the volume and/or size of facilities 
that would be subject to this law. 
 
Attorney Picciotti also stated that passage or enforcement of the proposed local law 
would effectively revoke earlier approvals and/or effect inverse condemnation of the 
property at issue. He referred to the City of Watertown Planning Board final subdivision 
approval to operate the storage depot on the property. He remarked that revocation under 
these circumstances may very well subject the City of Watertown to liability, including 
damages for loss of business, damages associated with the improvements made on the 
property in reliance on such approval and the like. Attorney Picciotti also stated that there 
is no evidence of adverse health affects associated with the storage depot’s operation, 
referring to Judge McAvoy’s decision.

Prior to the vote on the foregoing resolution, Councilwoman Burns remarked that there 
has been no negative feedback from the neighborhood this time.

WHEREAS the City Council of the City of Watertown adopted Local Law No. 1 
of 2003, which revised the designated boundaries of the Watertown Empire Zone, and 
 
 WHEREAS an error was made in describing the coordinates of the footprint of a 
proposed structure within the Empire Zone, and 
 
 WHEREAS the Zone Administrative Board of the Watertown Empire Zone has 
requested that both the City of Watertown and Town of Watertown amend the legislation 
which contains the error, and 
  
 WHEREAS the City Council of the City of Watertown had intended to include, 
rather than exclude, the proposed construction within the Watertown Empire Zone, 
 
 NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the City Council of the City of 
Watertown that it is the sense of the City Council that Local Law No. 1 of 2004 is 
intended solely as an amendment to correct a mistake or irregularity, and does not 
constitute a substantive change or formal boundary amendment, and 
 
 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the sense of the City Council of the City 
of Watertown that the Commissioner of the New York State Department of Economic 
Development should acknowledge the amendment as a correction of an irregularity or 
mistake and, if the applicant otherwise qualifies, should acknowledge future construction 
on the footprint represented by the revised description as if the correct description had 
been provided in the original Local Law No. 1 of 2003.

LOCAL LAWS 
 
LOCAL LAW NO.1 OF 2004 WAS PRESENTED TO THE COUNCIL (Introduced 
on May 17, 2004; public hearing held this evening; appears in its entirety on page 104 of 
the 2004 Minutes Book). 
 
AT THE CALL OF THE CHAIR VOTE WAS TAKEN ON THE FOREGOING 
LOCAL LAW AND CARRIED WITH ALL VOTING IN FAVOR THEREOF. 
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LOCAL LAW NO. 2 OF 2004 WAS PRESENTED TO THE COUNCIL (Introduced 
on May 17, 2004; public hearing held this evening; appears in its entirety on page 106 of 
the 2004 Minutes Book). 
 
Commenting on the foregoing local law, Mayor Graham asked about the number of cubic 
yards. 
 
Attorney Slye explained that he had asked the Council in 2003 to consider a number and 
none had been submitted to him. 
 
Mayor Graham commented that the purpose of this local law is to address any situation 
that allows particulate to go through the air. 
 
Attorney Slye explained that while that is true, he would hate to see sand being delivered 
for a playground behind someone’s house, blow over into the neighbor’s yard and then 
have Codes called because it was causing a nuisance. 
 
Mayor Graham remarked that any amount of material could, presumably, create a 
problem. 
 
Attorney Slye responded that while this is correct, the question becomes - when does one 
consider a private nuisance becoming a public nuisance issue? He stated that there is a 
need to put a volume constraint on it. He also stated that this is not meant to address the 
issue of leaves in the fall. 
 
Councilwoman Burns remarked that she doesn’t have any sort of knowledge or 
background to make a determination of the amount of cubic yards. 
 
Councilman LaBouf asked if staff could make a recommendation. 
 
Councilman Bradley commented that he had talked with Mrs. Corriveau on this issue and 
how it would be enforced. He remarked that staff is researching it to try to give Council 
better numbers and a way to enforce this legislation. He stated that Council needs more 
information before voting on this. 
 
Mayor Graham referred to the problem of blowing materials from the recycling center 
and how that was dealt with.  
 
Attorney Slye explained that there is a section in the City Code that deals with this. 
 
Mr. McWayne explained that he cited them under the trash and debris section. 
 
Councilman LaBouf asked what the timetable was for this.  
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Attorney Slye explained that he had asked Council nine months ago for a number to put 
in for cubic yards. 
 
Councilman Clough remarked that there are people on staff who would be better 
qualified to decide what the number should be. He also commented that salt piles outside 
the City are all contained within a structure and he understands the reason that they are is 
because of the water supply. However, he feels that there is an effect on the ground water 
even if the City does have their own water supply system. 
 
Mayor Graham remarked that we have had situations before where particulate matter has 
blown around the neighborhood. This law says that there needs to be a way to stop the 
material from blowing – not that they can’t have the material. He also stressed, once 
again, the fact that this law is not for the salt pile issue, but is for all situations that deal 
with particulate material. 
 
Councilman Clough remarked that he agreed with Mayor Graham. He stated that in 
looking at the outdoor furnace issue, it was not done for one instance, but rather was 
addressed as a citywide problem. 
 
Councilwoman Burns commented that she wouldn’t support the legislation if staff were 
put in a position whereby it couldn’t be enforced. 
 
Attorney Slye commented that when someone goes through the site plan process, if they 
do the things that it says to do in the City Code, they would receive site plan approval.  
He also explained that American Rock Salt didn’t gain any rights as a result of the site 
plan approval. The rights were from the zoning laws. The people living in the homes 
nearby also have the right to live there, due to the zoning laws. The site plan approval 
process only makes sure that they have proper drainage, etc.  Attorney Slye addressed the 
vagueness issue and explained that the statute attempts to declare what was a private 
nuisance to be a public nuisance. He also explained that the City has not become involved 
with the property owners’ claims because he didn’t believe that it constituted a public 
nuisance and that is still his opinion. This statute declares that as a legislative declaration 
or fiat a situation so described in the legislation is a public nuisance and would be dealt 
with civilly, not criminally. The statute also takes away the standard of proof and reduces 
it to preponderance of evidence for a public nuisance. He remarked that he is not 
convinced that this is not enforceable, commenting that Attorney Picciotti cited criminal 
cases, not civil cases. 
 
Mayor Graham commented that helping solve recurring problems in neighborhoods is 
what government is for. 
 
Attorney Slye responded that small claims court is for that. When questions were posed 
to him concerning a recent small claims proceedings, Attorney Slye stated that he didn’t 
want to comment on the case. He explained that the prior Council were concerned with 
not only the storage of the material, but also the loading and unloading of the material, 
the fines being raised for repeat offenses within a specific time period and the fact that 
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this would also cover businesses such as restaurants and florist shops in addition to the 
industrial type businesses. 
 
Mayor Graham commented that there needs to be some means of addressing the material 
that migrates in the area besides zoning laws. He stated that there needs to be staff input 
on the cubic yard size, the issue of repeat offenders as well as what happens if the offense 
occurs during the loading or unloading of the material. 
 
Attorney Slye explained that the repeat offender issue is covered under Section E of the 
local law which states “Notwithstanding the civil penalties called for by this Section, the 
City Code Enforcement Supervisor may, in an appropriate case, seek to abate any public 
nuisance created by the bulk storage of particulate matter by seeking injunctive relief in a 
Court of competent jurisdiction.” 
 
In referring to the concerns expressed by Mayor Graham, Councilman LaBouf remarked 
that answers to those questions would be helpful to all of Council.  He asked if Attorney 
Slye knew what other communities have done. 
 
Attorney Slye explained that he has obtained laws from Wisconsin, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts in regard to the ground water migrating into the water 
supply.  He stated that in looking at these laws, it indicates that American Rock Salt is 
doing the best practices, short of having a covered facility. 
 
Mayor Graham remarked that it is important not to get hung up on applying this law to 
this particular situation or it will come back onto the City. This legislation would be 
citywide. He stated that he doesn’t want to see this issue dragged on, but his personal 
feeling is that this needs to be tabled at this time until the additional information is 
available. 
 
Councilman Bradley commented that this topic should be brought up at each meeting 
until all the information has been gathered and a Council decision has been made. 
 
MOTION TO TABLE THE FOREGOING LOCAL LAW WAS MADE BY 
COUNCILMAN BRADLEY, SECONDED BY COUNCILWOMAN BURNS AND 
CARRIED WITH ALL VOTING IN FAVOR THEREOF.

COUNCIL DISCUSSED THE FOLLOWING TOPICS: 
 
Work Sessions 
 
It was agreed, after Council discussion, that no work session would be held in June along 
with the former practice of not having one in July or August.  The discussion centered on 
the fact that Council is comfortable waiting for staff recommendations relative to the 
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sidewalk issue and such recommendations can be placed on a regular Council meeting 
agenda.  In addition, information on the city email addresses can be given out to Council 
members individually. 
 
Mrs. Corriveau advised Council that they would have to visit the destination marketing 
issue with the T.I. Council at some point as the contact expires on June 30, 2004. She 
explained that the past Council wanted the marketing to stress the New York State 
pageant as well as white water rafting in our community.  She also explained that Mr. 
DeYoung should come in and give a presentation to Council and in turn, Council can tell 
him what aspects of Watertown they would like to see destination marketing focus on this 
coming year. She commented that this topic could also be discussed during a regular 
Council meeting. 
 
Mayor Graham cautioned in making Mr. DeYoung sit through a meeting and questioned 
if destination marketing was an effective use of public funds. 
 
Councilwoman Burns commented that she has seen the presentation before. However, if 
the new members would like to see it, the presentation could be scheduled during a work 
session. 
 
Councilman Bradley and Councilman LaBouf both responded that they have seen the 
presentation before and it wasn’t necessary to schedule another one. 
 
Mayor Graham also commented that he doesn’t feel the New York State pageant is a 
tourism draw. He stated it is a backdrop. He stated that he is unconvinced that it is a role 
of government to pay for tourism. 
 
Councilman Clough remarked that he is concerned that there is only one other 
municipality that contributes to destination marketing. He questioned where all the other 
bed tax funds are going. He stated it seems that the T.I. Council always wants the City to 
do something. 
 
Albany Visit 
 
Mayor Graham advised Council that he will be in Albany this week and will meet with 
our legislative representatives. 
 
Main Street Conference 
 
Councilwoman Burns informed the Council that she and Christine Hoffman recently 
attended this conference and other communities are experiencing the same issues that 
Watertown is. 
 
Mowing of City-owned Properties 
 
Councilman Clough asked for a status report on when these lots are going to be mowed. 
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Mrs. Corriveau will get an update to Council. 
 
Mayor Graham commented that there is a steep embankment on East Main, near his 
property, that is owned by the City. He wanted the fact known that when DPW clears the 
property, it is City property and not his. 
 
Property in the 100 block of St. Mary Street 
 
Councilman Clough referred to a property that the City took possession of in this block 
and asked for the status on it. 
 
Mr. McWayne will prepare the information for Council. 
 
Regular Council Meeting Times 
 
Councilman Clough asked about moving up the meeting time during the summer months. 
 
Mayor Graham commented that he is concerned with the public’s ability to attend the 
meetings if they were held earlier. 
 
Prevention Cup/Ultimate Sports Weekend 
 
Councilman LaBouf advised Council that Paul Simmons had invited him to the 
fairgrounds to give him information on this event, which will be held in August. 
Councilman LaBouf explained that Mr. Simmons would like the City’s participation and 
will be getting information out to the Council in the near future. 
 
Conservancy Candidates 
 
Councilman Bradley advised Council that the position for Executive Director at the 
Conservancy is narrowed down to two excellent candidates, whom he met over the 
weekend. 
 
Habitat for Humanity 
 
Referring to Mrs. Corriveau’s memo, Councilwoman Burns commented that she accepts 
staff recommendation that the City partner with Habitat for Humanity in the installation 
of a sewer lateral to a home Habitat is building at 1012 Erie Street. Other Council 
members agreed. 
 
DPAO Concert Expenses 
 
Councilwoman Burns advised that she was the Council member that had asked for this 
report. However, the reason was only to see the figure since they never appear in the 
budget. She stated that she supports the DPAO concert series. She stated that she attended 
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a concert where Jefferson County, Dealmaker and other sponsors were thanked. 
However, the City of Watertown was never mentioned. Councilwoman Burns 
commented that through in-kind services, such as the ones listed in the report, the City of 
Watertown does, indeed, support these concerts. 
 
J.B. Wise Parking Access Enhancement – Alternate #3 
 
Mayor Graham referred to the memo. No Council action was taken. 
 
Watertown Airport Transfer Facility 
 
Council reviewed the memo. This facility will be transferred, along with the rest of the 
facilities, on January 1, 2005. 
 
 
DARE Graduation 
 
Councilman LaBouf commented that he and Mayor Graham attended the DARE 
graduation at Watertown High School.  He stated that it was his first opportunity to see 
the officers interact with the students and it seems to be a very worthwhile program.
